MARGARINE AND MITTS 
The manufacture and distribution of the butter 
substitute, margarine, is now permitted in Canada, 
thanks mainly to pressure by consumers. A widespread 
campaign staged by representatives of urban areas 
convinced the government that Canadian people are 
entitled to buy the butter substitute at around 40c a 
pound rather than the real thing at around 60¢ a pound. 
Right now the Japanese are trying to sell mitts and 
cloves in Canada. They are prepared to lay down in 
Canada woolen knitted gloves at 3le a pair compared 
with a Canadian price of 70¢; also woolen mitts at 26c 
a pair as compared with a price of 35c for the Canadian 
product. 
Canadian manufacturers, testifying before the 
Tariff Board, say the Japanese gloves are made of fine 
wool, finely textured and are of equally as good quality 


cs the Canadian product. In fact they say the Japanese | been 


embroidery is superior to the Canadian. 

Now mitts and gloves are a necessity in our cold 
winters. We reed them to protect our hands just as 
much as we need butter for our stomachs. In all fairness 
the Japanese product should be allowed free entry. 

It may be contended that the Japanese mitts and 
gloves are produced by “cheap labor.’’ Well, margar- 
ine is made from cocoanut oil, a product of tropical 
islands where cheap labor is utilized; also of cotton- 
seed oil, a by-product from the southern States, where 
negro iabor is not very highly paid. 

Senator Euler, Mr. Sinclair and other public men 
who lead the fight for margarine should take up the 
cudgels for imported mitts and gloves. Consumers can- 
not be segregated into special areas.—Brooks Bulletin.

Honorable Humphrey Mitchell, 
Minister of Labor, recently an- 
nounced that as a result of the 
enquiry made by the Trades and 
Labor Council of Edmonton and 
the Branch of the Canadian Le. 
gion of that city, he had received 
reports from the Employment 
Offices in Calgary and Edmonton 
in regard to the complaint that 
the labor field in the ofl-drilling 
area near Edmonton was being 
over-run by importation of labor- 
ers from the United States, 

The reports indicated that there 
were a number of drilling outfits, 
which by reason of the attractive: 
ness of the new Edmonton terri- 
tory, had brought full crews from 
the United States, due largely to 
the fact that they had not known 
what the labor conditions would 
be like in Canada. The Minister 
pointed out that these drilling 
outfits had gradually changed 
their American crews to Canadian 
and in future it had been arrang- 
ed that skilled men only would 
come from the States and that the 
unskilled portion of 
| Canadian labor. 

The Department of Labor had 
working closely with the 
Immigration Branch of the De. 
partment of Mines and Resources 
And a definite understanding had 
been reached with an association 
of oil-drilling operators, as a re- 
sult of which Canadian workers 
would be fully protected, Mr. Mit- 
chell said. 

The Minister went on to say 
that in drilling operations the 
crew was usually composed of 
four drillers, one tool pusher, and 
about sixteen other workers de- 
scribed as “roughnecks.” It was 
understandable that skilled drill- 
ers and tool pushers would not be 
available in Canada so that there 
was no objection at all to bring: 
ing them from the United States. 
On the other hand, the unskilled 
workers could readily be found at 
this time in Canada and the drill. 
ing operators had agreed that no 
attempt would be made to bring 
in unskilled workers from the 
United States and that they would 
use the services of Canadian work- 
ers for all but six or eight of the 
key jobs on each outfit.
